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The purpose of this book is to Commemo- 
rate the Dedication of the Glen Ridge Mu- 
nicipal Building on December 29th, 1931.

N August 9, 1916, the Borough 
entered into an _ optional 
agreement to purchase land 
from the Glen Ridge Realty Company for a Library and Municipal 
Building Site, comprising the land on Ridgewood Avenue and 


Bloomfield Avenue, the Realty Company retaining about 100 feet 
in depth along Herman Street. 





A referendum vote was cast on November 7, 1916, the result 
favoring the purchase. 


A deed for the land was executed, dated January 13, 1917. 


On October 23, 1922, an Ordinance was adopted authorizing 
the purchase of the Herman Street frontage, and on December 22, 
1922 a deed was executed by the owners, the Glen Ridge Realty 
Company. 

On October 14, 1930, an Ordinance authorizing the issuance of 
bonds, (the proceeds of which being for the erection and iia 
of a Municipal Building) was adopted. 


Contracts for the erection were awarded February g, 1931. 
Ground was broken on February 16, 1931. 

The first issue of bonds was in the amount of $32,000 for land. 
The next issue of bonds was in the amount of $15,000 for land. 
The third issue was in the amount. of $225,000. for building 


and furnishing same. 


This municipal unit consists of an administration building 
in the center, with the library to the east and the police and fire 
units to the west. 

The interior layout of the administration building is as follows: 

First floor: Collector’s office, Engineering Department, Water 
and Light Department, Public Works Department. 


Second floor: Council room with Committee Room adjoining 


together with office of the Borough Clerk. 
Board of Health and Assessor’s office. 
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In the basement of this building there is a large room which 
may be used for public meetings by any group of citizens or 
associations making application. 

The Police unit consists of the following: 

First floor: Detectives’ Room; Roll Room, Chief’s Office, 
Connecting with Roll Room is the jail consisting of six modern 
cells. In the jail is a woman’s detention room. 

Second floor: Court room and Judge’s private office. 

Basement: Police recreation room and pistol range. Also a 
garage for the police cars. 

The Fire Department unit consists of the following: 

First floor: Large apparatus room; small dining room with 
kitchenette. 

Second floor: Large recreation room; two separate bed rooms 
for the paid firemen and a separate office for the Fire Chief. 

All citizens of Glen Ridge are invited to visit the new buildings. 
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Historic Highlights 


HIS section of New Jersey 
was settled in the seven- 
teenth century by sturdy 


men from Connecticut — 
Milford and Branford —who “desired a community in which 
full citizenship should be granted only to members of the 
church, and sugh communities had ceased to exist in the New 
Haven Colony. “The principle was doubtless narrow” writes 
Joseph H. Folsom, “and could not operate permanently, but 
the men who held it had broad brains and plenty of back- 
bone.” Among the original settlers were: the Crane, Baldwin, 
Davis, Dodd, Morris, Ward and other families whose names 
are still being carried on at present by their descendents. 
During the Revolutionary period there is good evidence that 
the Father of his Country, George Washington, visited in the 
present Glen Ridge, being entertained in the Old Thomas 
Cadmus House, west of Toney’s Brook. In 1812 Bloomfield 
Township contained the territory now comprising Montclatr, 
Glen Ridge, Franklin, Nutley and Belleville, and part of the 
Woodside, and Forest Hull, sections of Newark, with a total 
area of 20.52 square miles. Bloomfield was incorporated on 
March 23, 1812, and it was not until 83 years later, that Glen 
Ridge broke away and became a Borough. 

1666. First settlers from Connecticut came to Newark, “Where 
they might serve God with a pure conscience and enjoy such 
liberty and privileges, both civic and educational, as might best 
advantage them.” 

1770. First established road, which ran through what is now 
known as Glen Ridge Avenue. 

1856. First railroad. 

1858. October 4. A parish was eee ae with legal title of 
“Christ Church in Bloomfield.” 

1860. Railroad Company built a platform at “Prospect Street” 
(now Ridgewood Avenue) and began stopping all trains there, 
calling the station “Ridgewood” from the adjoining estate of Rev. 
J. S. Gallagher. 
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1883. April 2, Thomas Moritz, station agent appointed as 
Postmaster; at that time Glen Ridge a part of Bloomfield. 

1885. Organization of present Glen Ridge Club. 

1887. Residents of what was known as the “Old Road,” built 
in 1806, not liking the word “old,” petitioned that this section of 
the Turnpike running through the present Glen Ridge, be changed 
to “Glen Ridge Avenue.” 

1887. Glen Ridge Station finished. 

1888. Religious services, first in Glen Ridge, held on Sunday 
evening, January 18, in the Glen Ridge station or “Depot” as it 
was termed in the invitation. The Congregational Church of Glen 
Ridge was organized this year. 

1888. March, Glen Ridge buried in great blizzard. 

1889. October 8. Cornerstone of Congregational Church laid. 
(Completed 1890, the last service in the Railway station was held 
on Sunday evening, June 22, 1890). 

1890. First house built on Douglas Road. 

1890. The “Clio” Club, composed of thirteen ladies, started 
movement for a Library. 

1892. On March 1 Glen Ridge Library opened. 

1892. January 11. Rev. Edwin Augustine White elected rector 
of Christ Church. 

1893. Christ Church Building ie Parish House destroyed by 
fire. Present site on corner cf Bloomfield and Park Avenue was 
bought for $52,000 and new church ready for services on Easter 
Day, March 25, 1894. 

1895. February 12, Election on Incorporation of the Borough 
of Glen Ridge; carried by a majority of 24 votes.

Great moment in history of Glen Ridge and 
New Jersey, in which it was discovered that Glen Ridge mosquitoes 
were harmless and that the real gangster mosquitoes came from 
the salt marshes. This discovery led to the extermination of the 
old enemy which had held New Jersey up to the jibes of the 
universe, and it was due to the visit of Hermann Brehme who 
came out from New York to see a dredge operated in Davey’s 
Mill Pond. This led to an examination of the mosquitoes. F. W. 
Miller, associate State entomologist writes: “Mr. Brehme’s visit to 
Bloomfield that summer led to a rude awakening from the dream 
that all the mosquitoes in Bloomfield and Glen Ridge were fresh 
water varieties, locally bred. I had not recognized the ‘cantator’ as 
a salt marsh mosquito, and the absence of ‘sollicitans’ with which 
I was familiar, led to this mistake.” In other words, he did not 
have to put any salt on their tails, it was there already.

UT of single individuals and 
small communities have always 
/ come the biggest ideas. The 
instinct of the average human being, to consider the affairs of his 
own home town more important than any other affairs, is therefore 
fundamentally true. In 1895, when Glen Ridge was born out of strife, it 
numbered 1046 citizens. In 1930 its population had grown to 736s. 
During this period of 35 years it was growing at the average rate of 
about 180 a year. Thus it was enabled to assimilate its new comers 
and to infuse into them the same kind of spirit which was in the 
original inhabitants. It is notable that all along, in quite a remark- 
able degree, has the Borough kept to purely American traditions, 
inherited from the original settlers who came from New England, 
and not the least of its present day activities is the Colony of New 
England women, a considerable part of the membership of this 
organization being in Glen Ridge. 


The town meeting idea has always prevailed and bitter indeed 
have been some of the attendant fights. At first there was only 
one school at Ridgewood and Bloomfield Avenues, and a later 
addition was made to this one. As the needs of the Borough grew, 
it was essential to build more schoolhouses, and thus arose a con- 
troversy between the North and the South end. For several years 
the large assembly hall of the Central School, at the annual school 
meetings, was packed to the doors with excited citizens. A North

The same thing was true of the Borough Council. In his | 
classic book The American Commonwealth, Lord Bryce has a ie 
chapter on “Why the best men do not go into politics.” In gene af 
the answer is obvious enough, but in particular, that is to say in 
Glen Ridge, the reverse of this rule has always been true, althongae oe 
it is certain that we have been singularly free from anything ap- — 
proaching the thing known as politics, as practiced in our greater 
cities. 


This statement no doubt will be disputed by that negative — 
minority that is always “agin” the government. But it must be 
remembered that human beings are imperfect instruments of the 
Divine law, yet in the long run, truth does prevail, and it seems 
to the present writer that all things considered, Glen Ridge has 
long since justified itself as a community always striving to make 
itself better and succeeding more than might appear possible amid 
the fluctuations and inconsistencies and in one way the amateur 
quality of its leadership; for after all it is the amateur who thinks 
more of his soul than does the professional. 


One reason for all this, as our Mayors have occasionally 
pointed out, is because those men holding the higher offices in the 
Borough have always served without pay, but a deeper reason, 
from which this custom is the outgrowth, lies in the very spirit 


of the place, and this spirit was born in the Borough in 1895, when 
Mayor Rudd took office. 
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He resigned his office in 1902, when an attack was made upon 
him at a citizens’ meeting. He said on that occasion: 

“There are some people who can be made to believe that a 
cabbage head is a rose by putting it under their nose, but I am not 
that kind. I never sought the office of mayor and I had always 


Zz said I never could hold office in the face of opposition. I con- 





sidered it a non-partisan office, and that all that made it desirable 
was that you practically represented the community as a whole.” 


, That is the attitude that has always been taken by the men 
who have since served the Borough, and no doubt in some cases 
they have leaned too far in the other direction and perhaps con- 
veyed the impression that they were sacrosanct, but these cases are 
very rare and not more than momentary. Every disinterested man 
who serves without pay, soon learns that he is already getting 
more than he gives, in the broadening of his outlook, in those 
immeasurable values which come from such service, not to mention 
the real friendships that flower in this common spirit of service. 
So that on the whole, and allowing for the natural imperfections 
of human nature, we may say that Glen Ridge, among American 
suburban communities, is extraordinary in its real Americanism, 
its substantial leadership, its cohesive spiritual comradeship. 


At one period (1913) it looked as though we were running 
out of material for mayors. After Mr. Rudd came Mr. Brewer, 
one of the most highly intelligent, and at the same time unobtrusive 
of men—whose sons, by the way, still carry on—and then there 
was Mr. Lockwood, whose character still shines undiminished, and 
he was succeeded by Mr. White and Mr. Mead, both able men. 
But in 1912 Mr. Standish—whose services to the Borough were so 
long, so continuous and so distinctly loyal and so meticulous— 
was wavering in his decision to serve again. Several of our leading 
citizens had been quietly approached but had respectfully declined 
the office, and it must be said that a few of us were in a mild 
despair. The office had been held on such a high plane since the 
Borough came into existence, that it looked as if we would have 
to go out into the highways and byways to get a mayor. At this 
point, Wm. M. Beard, whose political sagacity was hitting on all 
cylinders, came forward with a suggestion to the writer, the result 
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of which was the Civic Conference Committee which solved the 
problem so successfully that up to the present time few—at least of 
the inhabitants who have moved in since—know just how it is 
that Glen Ridge never seems to have any trouble in getting the 
best men to serve. 


When the Civic Conference Committee went into operation, 
dire predictions were made that it wouldn’t work, mainly on the 
ground that you must have a fight. The fact has been demonstrated, 
however, that if a method of quietly ascertaining public opinion 
can be devised, so that the will of the people can be known, the 
best men will always answer to this call. It happened that in 
Glen Ridge there were a number of influential organizations; for 
example, Republican and Democratic Clubs, not to mention other 
civic organizations, the membership consisting of both men and 
women. Inasmuch as there were no party politics involved but it 
was just a case of getting a good home government, it was com- 
paratively easy for these associations to agree upon a candidate, 
each one sending delegates to an advance meeting where all the 
possibilities could, be talked over. There was of course no restric- 
tion. Anybody could put up a ticket, at election, outside of the 
Civic Conference Committee, if he liked. The following clause 
from article 1 of the Civic Conference Committee Constitution, 
gives the idea that has carried along Glen Ridge so successfully 
since 1913: 

“Its object shall be to combine the various political clubs and 
civic organizations of Glen Ridge in such a way that each of them 
shall be equally represented in a non-partisan joint committee for 
the purpose of proposing candidates for local offices.” 


Immediately subsequent to the formation of the Civic Con- 
ference Committee in 1913, the reluctance of Mr. Standish to run 
again was overcome by the fact that he was the unanimous choice 
of the Committee. Thus it has happened that with due allowance 
for occasional minor frictions, since then the Committee, quietly 
doing its work by virtue of selecting candidates in advance of 
election when everyone was given an Opportunity to express an 
opinion, has functioned effectively.

_ ‘Three years later, in 1916, when this country got into the war, 
_ a preliminary meeting was called and met at the house of Dr. 
| Harris, and the Committee of Public Safety (names recorded else- 
_ where) was formed, and the Borough laid out in decimals; that 


_ is to say, a body of lieutenants was appointed, each lieutenant 


being responsible for about ten of his neighbors. In this manner, 
_ it was very easy, working from the central point of the Committee, 
to canvass the entire Borough without delay in every emergency 
which arose. The quota of Glen Ridge in Liberty Loans was 
_ extraordinary, the total subscriptions being very nearly the highest 
in the country for a community of its size. 


It is impossible, in these limited reflections, to give more than 
a passing reference to work done in the war, and almost needless 
to add that the women of Glen Ridge responded to the nth degree. 
In the Borough, Mrs. David H. Standish was head of the National 
League for Woman’s Service, Mrs. Alfred W. Hollister of the 
Woman’s Motor Corps, and Mrs. Romeyn Pierson of the Red 
Cross and Mrs. Harris (recorded elsewhere) Chairman of the 
American Fund :for French Wounded. 


That the town meeting principle was firmly embedded in the 
character of the Borough was shown by the emergence of the 
Forum from the Home Guard, disbanded after the armistice. The 
demonstration of its practical service was revealed shortly after its 
formation, when the question of garbage disposal came up before 
the Council. 


_ From the very beginning the two main governing bodies, the 
Board of Education and the Council, have been actuated not only 
to work for the greatest good to the greatest number, but to give 
the whole body df citizens a chance to record their opinion, as a 
basis for the final decision. In order to do this, the Forum has 
proved to be an admirable instrument, for as every citizen may 
be a member, it is easy to get a line in advance on what the people 
think. The Council in the case mentioned was frankly divided in 
its opinion as to whether the garbage disposal expense should be 
put in the tax budget. A meeting of the Forum was called, and 
a somewhat excited debate took place. This illustrates perfectly 
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that public opinion in a self covering community, must ;

Thus, upon reflection, it will be seen that The Borough of 
Glen Ridge up to the present time has constituted about as ‘pure 
a form of democracy as we have in this country, and has largely 
kept its skirts clean from those evils such as are manifested in our 
great cities, where owing to the economic complexities, the grafter 
sits el secure and the criminal laughs at justice. : 


This we allowed, we should be lacking in perspective and 
plain common sense if we were unmindful of our own imperfec- 
tions or of the abounding merits of other neighbor-communities. 
In the beginning Glen Ridge was inspired to be born again by 
the example of. other adjacent Boroughs and anyone who cares to 
go over the records and note the pains taken by the founders as to 
what other boroughs were doing, can easily see the force of 
example. During the war, the present writer took occasion to say 
that it would be just about as sensible for Newark to make war 
on Bloomfield or of Orange to make war on Glen Ridge, as it 
was for Germany to make war on Belgium and France. The 
truth is that this section of the United States, including Montclair, 
the Oranges, Caldwell, Nutley and many other easily recalled 
suburban communities, towns and Boroughs, considered as a whole, 
constitutes a social organism far in advance of the rest of the 
world. We should not only be much more grateful than we are for 
the privilege of living here, but should realize more acutely the 
increased responsibility which inevitably goes along with it and 
not settle back into that subtle self-righteousness which carries with 
it to its own germs of dissolution. The problems which confront 
Glen Ridge are common to humanity and the mee and cannot 
be sidestepped.

Some of the Men and Women who have helped to 
make Glen Ridge 


ITHIN our necessarily limit- 
ed space it is impossible to 
give a detailed history of 


Glen Ridge or to do full justice to all of those who have con- 
tributed to its growth and spirit, for were this possible, all of the 
original inhabitants of the Borough would have to be included, 
and from then on in one way or another, all of the newcomers. 


In the beginning, one man who contributed as much if not 
more to the launching of the Borough was Edward P. Mitchell, 
distinguished editor of the New York Sun, so long associated with 
Mr. Charles A. Dana, and one of the ablest men this country has 
produced. 


This story about Mr. Mitchell was told me by one of the 
old members of the Club. He came in there one evening when 
in a group of men, one of them was cursing our Charles A. Dana 
of the Sun. The others tried to stop him, but he railed on. When 
he finally stopped there was a deadly silence, until Mr. Mitchell 
pleasantly observed: 

(Lo bos aa , I have known Mr. Dana for a great many 
years, but I never heard him talk that way about you.” 

Mr. Mitchell was one of the prime movers in getting Glen 
Ridge started, the first president of the Board of Education and 
his great ability and influence helped to set the stamp of dis- 
tinction on all of his associates. It was fortunate that in his later years 
he was able to leave behind him his fine book “Memoirs of an 
Editor.” Born in Bath, Maine, in him was represented to its 
fullest expression the New England tradition. The ten mayors, 
from Robert S. Rudd to Alfred Hurrell, who have presided over 
the destinies of the Borough since 1895, represent the highest type 
of disinterested service, and allowing for the inevitable minor 
deficiencies of human nature, it is very doubtful if any comparable 
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town in this country can show such a continuous record of 
successful administration. 


William Ford Upson for many years was the leader in the 
administration of school affairs, and in many other ways contributed 
to the spirit of the Borough. Mr. Upson had two sons, one being 
Ralph the aeronaut and the other William Hazlett Upson, whose 
humorous stories in the Saturday Evening Post have long delighted 
millions of readers. 


Joseph D. Gallagher, or “Joe” as he was familiarly called, 
contributed a great deal of substantial atmosphere to the life of 
the Borough. 


Among the earlier residents of the Borough were Admiral 
W. T. Sampson, and Margaret Sangster, widely known as a 
writer, and one-time editor of Harper’s Bazar. 


The name of Thomas Moritz is not down here, but it might 
be said in passing that he who was our first postmaster belongs 
to the unknown heroes of the world. His devotion to mail 
distribution, the levity and even abuse to which he submitted, 
these defects of our common gratitude must ever remain within 
the limbus of forgetfulness. In the earlier days, also “Ham” John- 
stone, first assessor, uncompromising and super-eloquent, for years 
held a burning toch to the combined conscience of the community. 
As an early member of the school board, and later as a councilman 
(1908), he was always uncompromising in what he believed to be 
right. Possessing an extensive knowledge of political administration, 
he was fearless in the face of opposition, and although an extremist, 
his real service to the Borough was of the greatest value. 


Another brilliant mind is that of Alfred E. Hinrichs, who 
also as a member of the Board of Education and as Councilman, 
gave the color of personal distinction and rigid integrity to what- 
ever he attempted. 


The Borough has recently suffered a severe loss in the sudden 
passing of Wilson D. Lyon, whose activities in many directions 
over a long period of years set an example to his fellow citizens 
of enthusiasm and unfailing loyalty.

N 1919 a national campaign 
was commenced by the Na- 
tional League for Women’s 
“Service for welfare work for children under five. 

Mrs. David H. Standish as chairman of Glen Ridge Bench 
- of the League was asked to inaugurate a survey in Glen Ridge 
‘of such children. A committee was appointed by Mrs. Standish for 
‘the purpose. The members were Mrs. Standish, Mrs. Henry 
Cordley, Mr. Nyland and Mr. Leigh Davey, with Mrs. Wendell 
M. Strong as chairman. In June, 1919, Mrs. Strong made a canvass 
of every house in the Borough where there was a possibility of 
finding children below the average in health, intelligence, morals 
“or environment expected of children in Glen Ridge. 

Miss Lucey very kindly accompanied Mrs. Strong on these 

‘visits, because in her work at the Baldwin Street School in Mont- 
clair, she had come directly in contact with children who were far 
below the average in these respects, and who were geographically 
in Glen Ridge, but were having no contact or receiving no care 
from the Borough. 
_ Previous to this survey any relief work needed in this group 
had been done by the League for Friendly Service in Bloomfield 
without the knowledge or co-operation of any of the citizens of 
Glen Ridge who had not realized that such a group existed within 
their borders. 

Mrs. Strong submitted her report of the survey to her com- 
mittee which after discussing the conditions found by Mrs. Strong, 
came to the conclusion that all relief work in the Borough should be 
under the direct supervision of Glen Ridge Agencies, and that a 
Central Committee, which should unite all the existing relief and 
welfare agencies, should be formed under the supervision and 
control of the Borough Council. 
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Mrs. Cordley, Mrs. Standish and Mrs. Strong appeared before — 
the Borough Council and presented the report of the Committee, — 
embodying the survey and the request for the formation of such — 
a Borough Committee. ) 

As a result of this request, Councilman Davey brought the — 
matter again before the Council and the following is an extract — 
from the minutes of the meeting of the Mayor and Council, held — 
on November 10, 1919. | 

“Councilman Davey stated that it seemed advisable that

The Club is one of the oldest in 
this country and was organized on October t1oth, 1894 at a meeting 
held at the home of Mr. John W. Stewart of Glen Ridge. The 
_ fourteen charter members present at that meeting voted to organize 
themselves as a Club under a title to be thereafter determined. 
4 The officers chosen at the first meeting were President, John W. 
Stewart; Secretary and Treasurer, B. R. Jacobs. These men served 
continuously during the first five years of the Club’s life and 
/ there were many struggles made and obstacles overcome to make 
_ the Club a success. The first play was made possible through the 
generosity of Mr. Henry Lindenmeyr who donated the use of his 
mproperty adjoining Ridgewood Avenue, rent free for the first few 


_ years. 
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i In the year 1900 D. H. Standish was elected President and 
- through his efforts a Clubhouse was built on Oxford Street. During 
the years of 1901 to 1910 inclusive Mr. Standish, Mr. Edward 
 Slayback and Mr. E. B. Osborne were the Presidents of the Club. 
On April 25, 1911 Mr. H. S. Chapman was elected President and 
the present Clubhouse on Ridgewood Avenue was built and in- 
corporated as the Country Club of Glen Ridge.

(1) torn A. Lucey, long a resident of Glen Ridge, was 


born in Hartford, Connecticut, June 1, 1885. She 

was graduated from Brooklyn High School in 1904, 
Orange Memorial Hospital in 1904, and California Hospital 
in 1905. She studied at St. Joseph’s Academy and at Pratt 
Institute in Brooklyn, Pasteur Institute in Paris, St. Mary’s 
Hospital at Paddington, London. For twelve years she 
studied social work in the congested districts of Paris, 
London, and Dublin. In 1915 through a subscription fund 
of the Montclair Women’s Clubs she was appointed social 
worker of the Baldwin Street School, and was later retained 
by the Board of Education. She was a pioneer in Amer- 
-icanization work. She established a modern home depart- 
ment, a modern nursery in the school, instructing the | 
mothers how to wash, dress, and feed their babies properly. 
Her success among the Italian people was largely due to 
her understanding of them, her genuine kindness and 
sympathy for them. Due to her, the old Slayback house 
on Highland Avenue, Glen Ridge, was purchased as a 
Community house for the Fourth Ward. Miss Lucey was 
also an active member in the Girl Scouts, the National 
Red Cross, by whom she was decorated during the War for 
her work in the sale of bonds and army entertainment 
given by the Baldwin Street children, many women’s clubs 
and church movments. In 1930 a new community house 
was built, and after receiving a sweeping ovation at the 
dedicatory exercises, Miss Lucey was taken ill and died 
July 16 of the same year. On her birthday, 1932, the new 
community house is to be called the Minnie A. Lucey 
Memorial as a lasting monument of her wonderful work, 
and the faith and gratitude of her people.

ELIZABETH A. HARRIS ASSOCIATION: 


On January 6, 1930 at the home of Hon. Agnes Jones Gifford, 
132 Connett Place, South Orange, the Elizabeth A. Harris As- 
sociation was organized and Agnes Jones Gifford was made 
President. The resolution which was the object of the formation 
of this Club was as follows: 


“An organization should be formed to carry the 
name of ELIZABETH A. HARRIS and rouse the 
citizens of Essex County, both men and women to 
take an interest in the county institutions.” 
The membership of the Elizabeth A. Harris Association is 3,000, 
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(Note: The “Forum” as it is at present popularly known, 
is an outgrowth of the war. Beginning with the Glen Ridge 
Rifle Club in 1916 and followed in 1917 by the organization 
of the Glen Ridge Marshalls, the president of both successive 
companies being Wilson D. Lyon, there followed the formation 
of the Home Guard Company in Defense League of New 
Jersey. Captain W. R. Boyd Commanding. Upon the dis- 
bandment of the Home Guard in September 1919, the Glen 
Ridge Forum was organized.
